We are already far along in Lent but there is 
Lent an old proverb which reminds us that it is 
never too late to mend. In other words, if we 
have not already started in to use Lent aright, we need 
not relapse into despair and say, “I must wait for an- 
other year.” We can start now. | 
The method by which we are to make Lent worth- 
while is made very definite in the Prayer Book, where 
it includes Lent as one of those days on which the 
Church requires “such a measure of abstinence as is 
more especially suited to extraordinary acts and exer- 
cises of devotion.” The words are ponderous; their 
meaning, however, is clear. During Lent we are to de- 
vote more time and thought than usual to our devo- 
tion, to prayers, meditation, the reading of the Bible 
and public worship. We are to help this by some sur- 
render of ordinary pleasures and to symbolize it by 
self-denial. It matters not much what we give up, pro- 
vided it reminds us of the whole meaning of our 


Christian life and helps us in devotion. oa 


There are many helps. I need refer only to the For 
ward Movement leaflets and to the Presiding Bishop’s 
book, “Christ the King.” There are additional services 
in all the churches and as for self-denial, every one of 
us knows something that he likes which it would be 
oe for him to give up for a little while. The Church 

oes not exercise discipline in this matter. It states 
ot ought to be done and leaves the discipline to 
self. 


The past month has seen one fine new 
Young People movement started in the Diocese. The 

Convention approved of the gathering 
together of young people representing the parishes and 
missions of the Diocese and organizing them into some 
effective group. The young people gathered on the 
afternoon of February 29 in the Cathedral assembly 
hall. After careful discussion they organized, taking 
the name of the House of Young Churchmen. It is to 
be constituted much after the fashion of Convention 
and the House of Churchwomen. It does not represent 
young ple’s organizations but the young people 
themselves. In one sense it will not be a new organiza- 
tion. There will be no continuing membership in it 
but each year five delegates and five alternates will be 
elected to come to the Convention. The diocesan or-

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ganization will attempt to co-ordinate the various 
young people’s organizations, to stimulate the work in 
every parish and mission, to educate for future Church 
responsibilities and to study at the Convention the 
larger questions concerning the place of the Christian 
in the modern world. 

It must be made clear to everyone in the Diocese 
that this is not a multiplying of organizations. It is 
distinctly not to take the young ye me out of their 
parishes or to give them so much diocesan interest 
that they can not do their parish work effectively. Its 
oe ie is to make them more effective in their parish 
work. 


Throughout the Church 
National Council Emergency word has come from 

the National! Council 
that at their Fehruary meeting the pledges from the 
Dioceses for 1936 made very considerable cuts neces- 
sary. A sum of $127,000 more would be needed to 
carry on the work as it is at present, keeping up the 
1935 appropriations. The Council has asked the Dio- 
ceses to do everything they can to help raise this extra 
amount. 

What about California? We have pledged $12,500 
for the National Council, which is the same amount 
as that given last year. That, added to the budget 
which is necessary if the Diocese is to carry its present 
work effectively, makes nearly $3000 more than the 
amount we can count on from the _ pledges and 
other sources of income for 1936. The Council felt that 
we must renew the pledge of 1935 for the national 
work. Indeed our Convention made it clear that such 
action was the judgment of the Diocese. We had prac- 
tically no choice. : 
~ The Council has left it to the Field Department to , | 
formulate plans to secure this necessary addition to 
our funds. The Department is working at it now and 
may have an announcemnt in this issue. 

In addition we hope to take some share of the $127,- 
000 which must be raised. Perhaps we can take for 
our objective helping out some one of the missionary 
een severely cut. There are several 
in which this Diocese has special interest. But let 
everybody prepare to help. A 

Don’t believe everything that you see in 
The Movies the papers! Recently I was quoted in one 

of the papers as being highly indignant 
at a picture which was called vulgar and indecent. The 
truth is that I had never seen the film and merely ex- 
pressed regret that any films should set back the move- 
ment toward decency which has made such progress 
in the last few years. | 

But it is of that movement that I would speak. 
There was a League of Decency and a Legion of De- 
cency and a great many people — themselves to 
the utmost care in patronizing films. Have we forgot- 
ten that? Are we helping in any way? Fine work is 
being done by such organizations as the Moving Pic- 
ture Research Council in dealing with the fundamental 
problems. Church papers like “The Churchman” are 
still keeping up a vigorous attack. Let us remember 
our children and do everything that we can to see that 
they are not led astray.

Notice to Church Vestries 


Frederic M. Lee has received the following from 
J. H. McAlpine, rules and regulations officer of the 
California Unemployment Reserves Commission: 


“Please be advised that church corporations em- 
ploying one minister and at various times one Janitor 


should complete and file forms CURC-1 and CURC-2, 


In doing so such corporations will indicate that they 
are exempt from the act upon the ground that they 
are a religious corporation under subdivision g of sec- 
tion 7 of the act.” 


Parish vestries are directors of corporations and are 
required by law to make these returns. Mr. Lee sug- 
gests applying for the necessary forms from the Capi- 
tol at once.

Organ Recital 

On Tuesday evening, February 25, the American 
Guild of Organists presented E. Power Biggs in a re- 
cital on the great organ of Grace Cathedral. Mr. Biggs 
is an English organist of international standing now 
living in Cambridge, Mass. His program was well 
selected to bring out the excellence of our organ, which 
he praised as one of the greatest in the world. His 
combinations of the stops were unusual and original 
and one felt in the loud passages a sense of' reserve at 
all times and in the dainty numbers, such as the air 
and variations from the Symphony in D by Haydn, 
that each note ‘stood out like a pearl. His technique 
was exceptional. Handel, Bach and Haydn made up 
the list of composers for the first part of his program, 
with the great Sonata in C Minor by Julius Reubke as 
the last number. This is one of the greatest of organ 
works, composed by a young pupil of Liszt who died 
at the age of 23. 

The second part of the program was made up of 
compositions by S. S. Wesley, Marcel Dupre, Cesar 
Franck, Saint Saens, ending with the finale from the 
First Symphony by Louis Vierne—an interesting ex- 
ample of the modern school, written by the famous 
blind organist of Notre Dame Cathedral, Paris. 

Notwithstanding several counter musical attractions 
there was an excellent attendance of interested musi- 
cal people who thoroughly enjoyed hearing the testing 
of the capacity of our powerful organ.

I have been wondering why the heading of this let- 
ter is “The Letter from the Archdeacon.” It really 
ought to be “Roadway Ramblings” or “Highway Mur- 
murings” or something of that sort. For my business 
is primarily that of going around from place to place 
and having a good time with my friends in rural areas. 


Sometimes, however, it is necessary to stay in the 
office. In this new diocesan house my office with its 
large desk for spreading out reports has in it also a 
new little toy into which I dictate. If in a few months 
should you hear me read or speak with distressing dis- 
tinctness, charge me not with any affectation but rather 
try to bear with my meticulous dictaphonic articula- 
tion. 


Well, it isn’t all pleasure trying to work out the 
problem of the missionary work of the Diocese. How 
can we raise another $3000? “No Whitsunday offer- 
ing,’ say the mp And I think they say correctly; 
and yet, where shall we cut in our diocesan budget in 
order to carry on? For first of all we must not cut 
the salaries, as none of them are up to minimum set 
by the Province and the first item o any diocesan pro- 
gram should be that “minimum salary” for all clergy 
putting in full-time work. 


If the current expense items were the only matters 
of concern it would be ample enough but there are 
some buildings necessary. True Sunshine, Oakland, 
the Bishop has undertaken to talk about and I am 
certainly glad that he is doing this, for of all the build- 
ings in the Diocese that building is perhaps the worst 
for a place of worship. But there are some residences 
which, as residences, are just about as bad. The vicar- 
age at King City and the vicarage at Paso Robles 
should both of them be wrecked and new buildings 
erected in their places. 


When I was in Phoenix, not long ago, talking about 
the Forward Movement, I met the Rev. Bertrand 
Cocks, who used to be in this Diocese. He told me that 
when he was in charge at Paso Robles he had asked 
the people there to provide the material and he, with 
his own hands, would build the rectory. When he was 
building it and attempting to nail the boards for a 
ceiling, a carpenter passed by and said to him: “That’s 
not the way to do the work.” Mr. Cocks replied: “If 
you know how to do the work, come and do it!” Then 
the carpenter did it. The beginnings of that vicarage 
were built by Mr. Cocks. Additions have been made 
since and minor repairs from time to time. 


I have talked with some of the clergy regarding 
what might be called a “standard rectory,” and we are 
all agreed that a rectory should have at least three 
bedrooms, a study and the usual other rooms such as 
bathroom, kitchen, dining room and so forth. That 
means that a standard rectory would cost about $7000. 
We need two such standard rectories in this Diocese. 
Who will build them? How about a new “Cocks- 
Thackeray” vicarage at Paso Robles! 


My debt campaign idea seems to have faded away. 
But I have run across another plan which I am going 
to talk over with the Department of Missions and 
with some of the boards of missions where small debts 
exist. I am confident that not only missions but also 
parishes in this Diocese must tackle seriously the job 
of reducing their indebtedness. 

I want to tell you of some of the pleasant times I 
have had recently. For instance, I attended the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of Trinity Parish, San Jose, and the 
ordination to the priesthood of the Rev. Charles Green- 
leaf at that same place. The pageant giving the his- 


tory of Trinity Parish was one of the best productions 


. that I have attended in the Diocese. 


I also attended the Washington’s Birthday breakfast 
at Hollister, where some twenty men from neighbor- 
ing age and missions reve and heard a fine 
talk by Mr. George Jean, Hollister lawyer, on the work 
of George Washington and his relation to the Consti- 
tution of the United States. Those who are opposed to 
fascism will do well to read Washington’s farewell 
address. There was a wonderful meeting of men from 
the vestries and boards of officers of parishes and mis- 
sions in the neighborhood of Gilroy meeting there for 
dinner not long ago. To hear these men report on the 
work of their churches and of their organizations was 
an inspiration. 

There was a wonderful meeting of the Men’s Club, 
the women being invited, at Redwood City. The dinner 
was prepared and served by men but their attire was 
rather suggestive of women, as were also their com- 

lexions. In fact, one lady sitting opposite me said: “I 

ad no idea my husband was so good looking.” And 
then, how they did sing! What efforts to be ladies 
those men did make! | 


Remember the Wayside Cross pilgrimage on May 
2 and 3. I have been delighted that interest is being 
aroused in the work in the Salinas Valley. All who are 
thinking about the work in the southern part of the 
Diocese should make every effort to go on the pil- 
grimage. We leave on Saturday morning from some 
place in San Francisco to be announced later. Prob- 
ably the Japanese tea garden, at 9:00 o’clock, May 2.
